I have 
not attempted to correct the involved synonymy of some of the European 
parasites except in one or two instances.

Eine neue europaische Metopina mit charaktevistisehen 
Merkmalcn exotischer JPhoridenarten•

Es ist bisher uoeh keine europaische Phoride bekannt geworden, 
bei welcher ahnlich wie bei Chonocephalus Wandolleck, Cryptopteromyia 
Tragardh, Puliciphora Dahl, Termitophora Schmitz, Ecitomyia Brues 
u. s. w. der Hinterleib der 9 ? grosstenteils weichhautig und die 
Abdominaltergite zu m. o. w. schmalen Dorsalplatten verkummert 
waren. Auch die bei den Weibclien der genannten (ausser Chonocepha¬ 
lus) und anderer tropischen und subtropischen Gattungen an der Basis 
des 5. Tergites vorkommende Spalte mit rundlichem Deckel ward nocb 
bei keiner europaischen Phoride beobachtet. 

Diese charakteristischen Merkmale exotischer Phoriden besitzt ein 
Tierchen, das mil* zur Untersuchung vorliegt. Es tragt aber bei alledem 
nicht den Charakter einer neuen Gattung, sondern — und das ist das 
Interessanteste an ihm — es gehort unzweifelhaft in die Gattung Meto¬ 
pina Macquart 1835 (Literaturverzeichnis 6), da es mit dem Weibchen 
der Metopina galeata Haliday in der Bildung von Kopf, Thorax, Fliigeln, 
Beinen ubereinstimmt. 

Zu verdanken ist der schone Fund dem Eifer und Sammeltalent 
des Herrn Fr. Heselhaus S. J., der sich seit mehreren Jahren mit der 
entomologischen Durchforschung von Saugetier- und Vogelnestern be- 
schaftigt und dabei schon viel Neues zutage gefordert hat. So fand er 
in Maulwurfsnestern ausser vielen coleopterologischen Seltenheiten und 
mancherlei neuen Milbenarten eine neue fliigellose Sciaride Peyerimhoffia 
suhterranea m.

1,6 mm. Farbung: Kopf und Thorax dutikel schwarzbraun, Abdomen 
grau mit dunklen Dorsalplatten und weissen Einschnitten (= Tergit- 
rander + Intersegmentalhaut). Beine, Fiihler und Taster von gleicb 
dunkler Farbung wie Kopf und Thorax. 

Kopf kiirzer als hoch, unit Fiihlergruben und denselben Stirnborsten 
wie M. galeata Haliday. Taster mit 5 verastelten Borsten, uamlich 3
